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5. Claims 33-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Galand et al 
(5001758V 

As per claims 33,35, Galand et al (5001758) teaches an audio encoder for decoding an 
encoded audio signal comprising an encoded noise signal in an upper frequency band 
(abstract, col. 1 lines 55-67), said decoder comprising filter means and excitation means 
for generating an excitation signal for being passed by said filter means to produce a

synthesized audio signal, said excitation means being operable to generate an excitation 
signal (col. 8 Unes 21-28) which includes a substantial conponent of synthesized noise in 
the upper frequency band (fig. 5, noise energy into the upper band synthesis — subblock 
15; coL 8Unes 34-65)) 

As per claims 34,36, Galand et al (5001758) teaches the excitation signal to include a 
lower frequency band of the audio signal (Fig. 5, base band x(n), via delay, added to the 
upper band synthesis component (Fig. 5, subbock 15).
